From 
rijiorts, supposedly truthful, of what 
was said in the executive sessions dur­ 
ing th** Grant-Bunuier controversy, it 
seem s likely that there was more bit* 
ternesa displayed hi that elder day 
than Is the case at present.

Discharged 
service men who let their government 
insurance lapse are given the privil­ 
ege of reinstating their policies with­ 
in 18 months without payment of all 
back premiums, under an order is­ 
sued by Secretary of the Treasury 
Glass. 
The new regulation is regard­ 
ed as the most liberal ever offered by 
any insurance organization and 
is 
designed to make it possible for every 
discharged soldier, sailor and maline 
to continue government Insurance af­ 
ter returning to civil life. 
The only requirement is that the 
man requesting reinstatement must { 
be in as good health rn, at the lime 
of discharge and must pay tile prem­ 
ium for the one month of grace in 
which bis insurance was continued 
after be stopped payment and the 
premium for the month in which he 
requests reinstallment. 
The reason for this requirement 
Is that the insured was protected by 
having his policy continued in force 
that month and if he had died his 
dependents would have received the 
face of the policy. 
War risk insurance officials say 
that many service men have been 
deterred front reinstating 
policies 
because they did not wish to pay or 
could not pay the accumulated prem­ 
iums. 
The new derision permits a 
man to start all over and secure the 
Insurance both as a protect bm lo 
his dependent* and as an investment.

The decision was made In the suit for 
$25.0t*0 for alleged libel begun by 
former Congressman Sennett against 
a local newspaper. 
The newspupm 
attacked the methods cf feeding im­ 
migrants who are detained for inves­ 
tigation on leaving the ship. Bennett 
was general counsel for the contrac­ 
tors. 
While in congress he was one 
of the leaders against any restrictions 
of immigration. 
In dismissing the ease, the court 
said: 
“Accusation against the public of­ 
ficial. whether they lie specific or gen­ 
eral ate not libelous, per se. when 
they ate solely based upon official 
acts which be may lawfully do. 
Hie value and force of a repre­ 
sentative 
democratic 
government 
would be seriously impaired if lls of 
Arial?-,, who are merely servants of 
the people may not b* freely criticis­ 
ed iii their official acts by those who 
indirectly employ them. 
The com­ 
ment r may at times be unwarranted 
extreme and unjust, but if they be 
limited to acts which do not involve 
illegal action or criminality they are 
permissible comments.**

minimum wage for women workers, 
minors and apprentices in this state 
is now in effect. 
In cltie® of 5.000 
population of over the rate will bt 
$11 for a week of 48 hours and 23c 
an bout for additional hours for wo­ 
men workers, with a graduated scale 
for apprentices during the first nim 
months. 
In municipalities of 
less 
than 5,000 population the rate will 
be $10.25 a week and 21 % cents for 
additional hours. 
The new schedule 
applies to all occupations.
